United Press.

Tho jewellery market In Pel- 
ping ran agog over the fate of 
the fabulous cargo. Tt id not 
known whether anyone aboard 
the ship waa able to salvage the 
precious collection, whether It 
ts now soaking In salt water In 
submerged parts of the ship, 
or If the Reds managed to get 
thelr hands on the cargo.

Relatives of some passengers

Surprise 
Naval 


Manoeuvres 


London, Apr. 21. 

The biggest British naval 
force to be mustered since ‘the 
war will take -part in surprise 
manoeuvres’ in the North Sea 
next month, . 

Capital ships, lying Idl¢ since 
it was decided last year to reduce 
the size of the Home Fleet, are 
being commissioned again for 
this first mnjor post-war demon- 
stration of British sea power. 

The manoeuvres will follow 
the pattern of the type of attack 
which might be expected in the 
event of an assault on Britain. 

The Admiralty: stated today 
that there was “no, pollticat 
significance whatsoever” In the 
manoeuvres, Experts, howaver, 
pointed out that they Indicate 
that Britain sould put a for- 
midable force Into actlon al- 
most Immediately In’an amer- 
gency. 

The forces taking part will 
include two training squadron 
battleships, the Anson ang Howe, 
each of 35,000 tons, the ' fleet 
carrier Implacable of 24,000 tons, 
the cruiser Superb, 11 destroyers, }’ 
four. frigates, ten submarines, 
eight: navul alr squadrons, and 
about 100 alreraft from. the RAF 
bomber,. fighter and ‘coastal com-= 
mands. The manoosuvres will be~ 
gin on Moy 13’ and. will last. two 
ipa eek ual .

Fish Inspector Chan Kun- 
kau, 32, represented by Mr. 
Brook A. Bernacchi (instcuct- 
ed by Mr. J. M. d’Almada Re- 
medios), was sentenced to two 
years on charges of conspiring 
with others, between Jan. 3 and 
21, to permit the Hlegal sale of 


_marine fish at Central Market, 


of accepting $1,180 from Lau 
To and $80 from To Tai. 

Kwok Muk-hol, 39, second de- 
fendant, wasn similarly: dealt with 
for the same charge of gonsplracy 
and accepting an $80 bribe, 

Lee Kal-wan, 24, and Tso Wal- 
hin, 25, were each sentenced to 
six months on the conspiracy 
charge. 

The three were represented by 
Mr. J.C. Stewart. 

Mr. Shoftain, prosecuting, ac- 
cepted the pleas of not guilty by 
the defendants to two other 
counts of conspiracy - to obtaln 
monoy to permit the landing and 
sale of fresh miuine fish.

NEW HOUSING 
PROJECTS 


Government's statement on 
the present stage of negotia- 
tions for subsidised housing 
schemes in the Colony makes 
encouraging reading. Of 
twenty proposals submitted, 
nine have been approved, and 
assuming that their sponsors 
arg now prepared to proceed 
with and complete their pro- 
jects, , approximately — 2,000 
new residences will be pro- 
evided within reasonable time. 
‘Four further sites gre avail- 
able for’ additional develop- 
ment by other applicants who 
have been invited to modify 
their’ original plans to con- 
form with the special condi- 
tions that the Government 
has properly seen fit to attach, 
bearing in mind the substan- 
tia] subsidy that it is propos- 
ed to grant in the form of 
land allocations at a_ price 
considerably .below their real 
market value. 

Coupled with the private 
reconstruction work. proceed- 
ing on ‘a steadily increasing 
scale in various bomb-dam- 
aged areas, it can at last ,be 
felt that some appreciable 
alleviation of the housing 
shortage is .emerging into 
view.

Mr, Seth then went on to ques- 
tion the amount of $186,259:16 
commission paid to the Managing 
Director,.and asked whether the 
items “Amortisation of Crown 
Lease ($15,855)"" and “Deprecia- 
tion of Buildings ($343,757)" had 
been deducted befcre calculating 
the commission. 

Three other points asked by 
Mr. Seth were (1) for what pur- 
pose has the contingency reserve 
($450,000) been created; (2) 
What amount has been written off 
renewals and renovations and 
whether he was correct In as- 
suming that the amount has been 
charged to the various properties 
renovated; and, if so, what were 
the amounts written off; and (3) 
were repairs charged to workifig 
accounts for the properties in- 
curring the expenditure. 

Mr. Seth also advocated that 
the capital of the Company which 
at Dec. 31, 1947, was $9,924,575, 
should be increased to bring it 
more into line with flxed assets 
which stood at $18,429,410. 


Bonus Share Issue 

“In view of the fact that the 
general reserve and premium 
on shares are unlikely ¢o be 
distributed, 1 suggest for the
